On-call Internal Affairs Bureau personnel responded to Men’s Central Jail and assumed 
the handle on a force investigation after learning that an inmate suffered a fractured 
orbital during a fight with deputies. The fracture was not confirmed by hospital 
personnel until the next day. Attorney Walter Katz of the Office of Independent Review 
was also notified. 


SYNOPSIS: 

On October 15, 2011, at approximately 1645 hours, Inmate Timothy Smith was seated 
on a bench on the 8000 Floor of the Men’s Central Jail. Inmate Smith was awaiting 
medical treatment for a pre-existing medical condition. Two Jail Mental Evaluation 
Team (JMET) nurses, one male and one female, walked past the inmate and onto 
Elevator #4. 
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Almost immediately, Inmate Smith stood up, began to scream, and waived his hands in 
the air. Inmate Smith then ran into the open elevator, directly at the nurses, and 
knocked the male nurse to the ground. He then grabbed the female nurse’s arm, and 
attempted to wrap his arms around her. The female nurse was able to pull away, and 
both nurses ran out of the elevator. 


Deputies Jose Herrera and Noel Womack heard the screaming and then saw the two 
nurses run out of the elevator. Deputies Womack and Herrera ran to the elevator and 
saw Inmate Smith standing near the rear wall screaming and waiving his hands in the 
air. 


The deputies conducted a team takedown by grabbing onto Inmate Smith's arm and 
stomach/torso area, then pulling him down to the ground where he landed face down, 
onto his stomach. Inmate Smith refused their verbal commands to place his hands 
behind his back, and violently thrashed and kicked. Deputies Womack and Herrera 
tried to grab the inmate’s hands and force them behind his back, but the inmate was 
able to pull away and continued to ignore their verbal commands. 


Deputy Womack sprayed the inmate with O.C. spray, which enraged the inmate even 
more so. Deputy Womack punched the inmate's face three times and then his upper 
back area three times, but the inmate would not relinquish his hands and they were still 
not able to handcuff the him. Deputy Herrera attempted to apply a wrist lock to the 
inmate’s left arm, but the inmate pulled it from his grasp. 


Deputy Christopher Nguyen arrived and attempted to control the inmate’s legs by using 
a “bear hug” grip, but was unsuccessful as the inmate kicked violently. Deputy Herrera 
punched the inmate in the face approximately five times, which allowed him to grab and 
maintain some control of the inmate's left arm. Recognizing that the inmate’s arms 
were not controlled, Deputy Nguyen moved up to the inmate's waist area to assist and 
punched the inmate’s face one time, then gave Inmate Smith two to three knee strikes 
to his left rib cage area. Assisted by Deputy Nguyen, Deputy Herrera was able to pull 
the inmate’s left arm behind his back and Deputy handcuffed it, but the inmate 
continued to struggle and resist their efforts. 


Deputy Dominguez arrived and saw several deputies fighting with the inmate. Because 
the elevator door automatically closes, Deputy Dominguez leaned his back against the 

door to keep it in an open position. He remained there up until the time the inmate was 
removed. 
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Deputy I arrived and saw the inmate violently kicking his legs, so he 
attempted to place a hobble around the inmate’s ankles. About this time, Sergeant 
Maricela Castillo arrived and saw the inmate thrashing his arms, kicking his legs, 
resisting the deputies’ efforts to control his arms, and not complying with their verbal 
commands. Sergeant Castillo noticed Deputy having difficulty applying the 
hobble, so she directed him to place it around the inmate’s legs, which he did. 


Simultaneously, as Deputy Womack struggled to gain control of the inmate's left arm, 
Deputy Herrera drive stunned the inmate's right forearm, twice, which was successful 
allowing Deputy Womack to place the inmate's right arm behind his back. The 
deputies, which now included Deputy were able to force the inmate’s hands 
behind his back and handcuff him. 


After being handcuffed and hobbled, the inmate continued to thrash and kick, so 
Sergeant Castillo directed Deputy Womack to attach the hobble to the inmate’s 
handcuffs. The hobble belt was moved up to the inmate’s knees and Deputy Womack 
attached the hobble clip to the handcuffs, which completed the Total Appendage 
Restraint Procedure (TARP). 


During this incident, Sergeant Castillo arrived at the elevator. She ordered the deputies 
to hobble the inmate, and then to TARP him. She remained with the inmate while he 
was turned onto his side. They, along with the 8000 Floor medical staff, monitored the 
inmate. After a few minutes, the inmate calmed down enough to be seated on a bench 
until paramedics responded to treat him. 


Inmate Smith was transported to the Los Angeles County-USC Medical Center (LAC- 
USC MC) where on October 16, 2011, he was diagnosed with a broken right orbital. It 
was suggested he might have an injury to his shoulder, by medical staff, but it had not 
been confirmed. The inmate refused to sign the medical waiver form, so the exact 
extent of his injuries is yet to be determined. While still being treated at LAC-MC, 
Inmate Smith was released from jail custody on October 16, 2011, at 1333 hours. 


The deputies were not injured during the incident. The female nurse sustained a sore 
arm. The male nurse was not injured. The City Attorney’s Office did not file assault 
charges against Inmate Smith because the victims’ injuries were minimal and the 
victims declined to testify. 


The inmate was interviewed and stated that he suffers from “Bi-Polar” disorder, which 
causes him to experience “episodes” where he loses control. He admitted to the events 
as the deputies described, with the exception that he didn’t recall being hit by the 
deputies. He added that during his “episodes,” he often experiences moments when he 
blacks out and doesn't remember what happened. The inmate said he had instigated 
the fight, and the deputies merely did their jobs.

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 
The incident occurred in a well-lit elevator within the facility. 
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INVOLVED EMPLOYEES’ STATEMENTS: 

Deputy Jose Herrera was interviewed on May 8, 2012, at 1010 hours, by IAB 
Sergeants Dinah Grote and Laura Haynes, at the IAB Commerce office. He was 
represented by Attorney Audra Call from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may be 
obtained by reviewing the digitally audio taped interviews in the IAB audio files and/or 
the verbatim transcripts listed under the Transcribed Interviews-Involved 
Employees, in the case book. 


Deputy Herrera stated he assisted in the monitor of the inmate's pill call on the 8000 
Floor. He stood near a wall, which is near the chairs and a floor bench located next to 
the pill call door, across from the two elevators. He said Deputy Womack was closing 
cell doors along the same wall where he stood, and Inmate Smith was seated at a floor 
bench on an adjacent to a wall across from the elevators. 


Deputy Herrera saw two civilian mental evaluation employees walk toward the elevators 
and enter Elevator #4. Suddenly, Inmate Smith screamed, stood up, raised his hands, 
and ran into Elevator #4. Deputies Herrera and Womack then ran to the elevator. As 
Deputy Herrera entered the elevator, the two civilians ran out. 


nside the elevator, Inmate Smith was faced to the right rear corner of the elevator 
waving his hands erratically and shouting. Deputies Herrera and Womack ordered 
nmate Smith to the ground, but he did not comply as he continued to yell and thrust 
his arms about. Deputy Herrera went to the inmate's left side and Deputy Womack 
went to the inmate’s right side. Deputy Herrera said he wrapped his arms around the 
inmate's stomach/torso area while Deputy Womack grabbed onto an unknown area of 
he inmate. 


Deputy Herrera used his body weight, and assisted Deputy Womack in pulling Inmate 
Smith down onto the elevator floor. Other than pulling the inmate downward, Deputy 
Herrera did not recall how they were able to get him down to the ground. He said 
nmate Smith landed on his stomach with the inmate’s head pointed toward the rear of 
he elevator and his feet pointed toward the open elevator door. When the inmate 
landed on the ground, Deputy Herrera dropped down to one knee on the left side of the 
inmate's body near his upper torso/shoulder area. He said Deputy Womack was on the 
right side of the inmate’s body. 


IAB Note: Deputy Herrera stated that when they went to the ground, he 
was unable to put out radio transmissions. He said he yelled to other 
deputy personnel to put out radio traffic, which he (Herrera) heard being 
broadcasted over the handheld radio.

Deputy Herrera stated Inmate Smith’s arms were fully extended out in front of his 
(Smith's) body toward the back wall of the elevator as if in a “superman” pose. He 
attempted to grab Inmate Smith’s left arm, but Smith held his arm above his (Smith's) 
head. Deputy Herrera attempted to grab Inmate Smith’s left arm/hand, but Smith kept 
pulling it from him and Smith did the same to Deputy Womack who was trying to grab 
Smith’s right arm. Both deputies gave commands to Inmate Smith to place his hands 
behind his back, but he did not comply. 


Deputy Herrera then saw Deputy Womack deploy his O.C. spray, and spray Inmate 
Smith’s facial area with a three to four second burst. He said Inmate Smith became 
more enraged and combative as he kicked his feet and shifted his body side to side in 
an attempt to turn onto his back or to get up. Deputy Herrera attempted to place 
Inmate’s left arm in a wrist lock, but was unsuccessful. 


Deputy Herrera used his body weight to hold down Inmate Smith while he continued to 
pull on Inmate Smith’s left arm. He saw Deputy Nguyen enter the elevator to his right 
side near the inmate's legs. Still unsuccessful in gaining control of the inmate's left arm 
and because of the inmate’s continued resistance, Deputy Herrera punched the right 
side of Inmate Smith’s face approximately five times with his right fist while giving him 
commands to stop fighting. 


IAB Note: Deputy Herrera did not recall if his punches were in succession 
or delayed. 


Deputy Herrera believed his punches were successful because he was able to pull 
Inmate Smith’s left arm behind his (Smith) back. He said Deputy Nguyen assisted him 
by handcuffing the inmate's left wrist and maintained control of the left arm/wrist. He 
said Deputy Womack had not yet gained control of Inmate Smith’s right arm, which was 
still extended outward. He then heard Deputy Womack request a Taser. 


Deputy Herrera stated he was handed a Taser. He said he could not fire the darts 
because Deputy Womack was using his body weight to hold down the inmate, which 
limited the space Herrera needed to fire the darts into the inmate's back. So, Deputy 
Herrera removed the cartridge from the Taser, placed the Taser on Inmate Smith's right 
shoulder area, then drive stunned him with a five-second cycle. This was not effective 
because Inmate Smith continued to struggle, so Deputy Herrera drive stunned Inmate 
Smith’s right forearm with a five-second cycle, which was not effective because the 
inmate would not give up his right arm. 


IAB Note: Deputy Herrera estimated 10-20 second intervals between 


each between each drive stun application, so that he could assess the 
effects. 
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Still failing to comply with Deputies Herrera and Womack’s orders to stop resisting and 
to place his hands behind his back, Deputy Herrera drive stunned Inmate Smith’s right 
forearm for another five-second cycle, which proved to be effective because Deputy 
Womack was able to grab onto the inmate’s right arm and place it behind the inmate’s 
back. Deputy Herrera said Deputy assisted Deputies Nguyen and Womack in 
handcuffing the inmate’s right wrist. 


Because Inmate Smith continued to kick his legs, Deputy Herrera stated he heard 
Sergeant Castillo direct Deputy to apply the hobble to the inmate’s legs, which 
was done. Then, Deputy Womack attached the hobble clip to the handcuffs. Deputy 
Herrera and Deputy Womack lifted Inmate Smith from his armpits and carried him from 
the elevator to the hall. Inmate Smith was then placed in an upright position where he 
was monitored and treated by the Jail’s medical personnel. 


Deputy Herrera said he contacted the female mental evaluation 
worker that was in the elevator when Inmate Smith ra Ms told Deputy 
Herrera that she was standing next to her co-worker as they entered the 
elevator when she heard a scream, turned, and saw Inmate running at her. Backing 
further into the elevator, Ms EE said Inmate Smith grabbed the upper part of her 
right arm and attempted to wrap his arms around her. She was able to pull away and 
run out of the elevator just as deputies entered the elevator. 


Deputy Herrera contacted vr. | He told Deputy Herrera that he heard a scream 
and was then knocked to the ground by Inmate Smith who ran past him toward Ms. 
Hse said Ms. was surrounded by Inmate Smith, but was able to escape 
and exit the elevator in which Mr. followed her as deputy personnel arrived. 


Deputy Herrera stated the inmate's fractured orbital could have possibly been caused 
by his punches or by striking the elevator floor from the take down. Deputy Herrera 
stated he reported his force to Sergeant Jabari Williams. Deputy Herrera estimated the 
fight/struggle lasted approximately ten minutes and that he was not injured in this 
incident. For further, refer to copies of the Incident Report, photographs of the victim's 
injuries, Inmate Assault Load Sheet, Taser Report, Deputy Herrera’s training records 
and photographs of the elevator area, (Exhibits A, B, C, D, E and W), in the case 
book. 


Deputy Noel Womack was interviewed on April 12, 2012, at 1017 hours, by IAB 
Sergeant Dinah Grote, at the IAB Commerce office. He was represented by Attorney 
Audra Call from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
digitally audio taped interviews in the IAB audio files and/or the verbatim transcripts 
listed under the Transcribed Interviews-Involved Employees, in the case book. 
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Deputy Womack said he was conducting pill call on the 8000 Floor, along with Deputy 
Herrera, when he saw two civilian Jail Mental Evaluation Team employee's walk into 
Elevator #4. He stated Inmate Smith stood up, screamed out, and then placed his 
palms on the sides of his head as he ran inside the open elevator behind the two 
civilians. 


Immediately, Deputies Womack and Herrera ran toward Elevator #4. As they 
approached the open elevator door, both civilians ran out. Deputy Womack saw Inmate 
Smith faced toward the rear elevator wall in the right rear corner, screaming and waving 
his arms/hands in the air above his head. Deputy Womack approached Inmate Smith 
from the inmate’s right side and Deputy Herrera was on the inmate’s left side. Deputy 
Womack placed his left hand on Inmate Smith's back, reached out with his left hand 
and grabbed the inmate’s right arm. Inmate Smith moved his body back and forth in 
attempt to break from Deputy Womack’s grasp and continued to scream out 
unintelligible words. 


Still holding onto Inmate Smith's right bicep/tricep area, Deputy Womack used his body 
weight and pushed against Inmate Smith’s back. This caused Inmate Smith's upper 
body to go forward with his (Smith's) feet sliding back, causing Inmate Smith to fall onto 
his stomach area with Deputy Womack landing on Smith's back, maintaining his grasp 
on the inmate’s right arm. 


On the ground, Deputy Womack used the left side of his body to hold down the right 
side of inmates’ upper body because Inmate Smith moved side to side with his right 
arm extended out to his (Smith’s) side. The right side of Womack’s body was on the 
floor. Using his right hand, Deputy Womack reached out and grabbed Inmate Smith's 
right wrist. 


Upon Deputy Womack grabbing the inmate’s wrist, Smith’s body immediately tensed up 
and he attempted to pull his right arm from Womack’s grasp, inward to his chest area. 
Deputy Womack made several attempts to pull Inmate Smith’s right arm behind his 
back, but the inmate refused/resisted Womack’s efforts and commands to stop fighting. 
Releasing Inmate Smith’s right wrist, Deputy Womack grabbed his O.C. spray and 
administered a three to four second burst of O.C. spray to the inmate’s facial area. This 
did not appear to have any effect on the inmate because he continued to ignore the 
deputies’ commands to give up his hands and violently thrashed his body from side to 
side more than he had prior to spraying the O.C. 


Again, Deputy Womack attempted to gain control of the inmate’s right arm, but Inmate 
Smith kept pulling his arm from Womack’s grasp. In an attempt to gain compliance, 
Deputy Womack punched the right side of Inmate Smith's face with three consecutive 
punches with his right fist. 
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Not seeing any effects from his punches, Deputy Womack quickly punched Inmate 
Smith’s right shoulder area with three consecutive punches with his right fist, which did 
not appear to have any effect because Inmate Smith kept pulling his arm to his chest 
area, which prevented Deputy Womack from gaining control of his right arm. Deputy 
Womack then yelled to assisting deputies to retrieve a Taser. 


Almost immediately, Deputy Herrera was given a Taser. As Deputy Womack attempted 
to grab Inmate Smith’s right arm, simultaneously, Deputy Herrera applied a drive stun to 
Inmate Smith’s body right shoulder area. Deputy Womack heard the Taser being 
activated, but he did not recall if he saw it. The drive stun did not appear to have any 
effect because Inmate Smith continued to resist Womack’s efforts by pulling his arm 
from Womack’s grasp. 


Deputy Womack stated that Deputy Herrera then drive stunned Inmate Smith with two 
more applications to the inmate’s right forearm. He said the second application to the 
forearm proved to be effective because it allowed him to grab Inmate Smith’s right arm 
and to place it behind the inmate’s back. Although Inmate Smith's arm was behind his 
back, Smith continued to move his body back and forth. Deputy Womack held on 
Inmate Smith until Deputy [was able to handcuff him. 


After being handcuffed, Inmate Smith continued to violently kick his legs/feet, so 
Sergeant Castillo directed Deputy to apply the hobble to Inmate Smith’s legs. 
Deputy Womack used his body weight and left knee, and placed it across Inmate 
Smith’s legs so that Deputy’ could place the hobble around the inmate's legs. 
Once that was done, Deputy Womack slid the hobble up to the inmate’s knees and 
secured the clip to the handcuffs. 


Deputies Womack and Herrera then lifted Inmate Smith from his armpits and escorted 
him from the elevator and to the floor bench across from the elevators. The inmate was 
placed in a seated position until he was treated by medical personnel. Deputy Womack 
noticed the inmate’s demeanor had changed in that he appeared to be calm. Deputies 
Womack, Herrera and Nguyen then left the immediate area, away from Inmate Smith. 


Deputy Womack stated that although Deputy Herrera was with him, he did not see 
Herrera’s actions or force because he (Womack) was focused on gaining control of the 
inmate. When he administered his punches to the inmate’s face, peripherally and off to 
his left, he noticed Deputy Nguyen had arrived and was on the inmate's left side with 
Deputy Herrera, but did not see his actions. 


Deputy Womack estimated the fight/struggle lasted approximately five minutes and that 
he was not injured in this incident. For further, refer to his supplemental report, his 
training records, and photographs of the elevator area (Exhibits F, G, and W), in the 
case book. 
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Deputy Christopher Nguyen was interviewed on April 16, 2012, at 1005 hours, by IAB 
Sergeant Dinah Grote, at the IAB Commerce office. He was represented by Attorney 
Audra Call from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
digitally audio taped interviews in the IAB audio files and/or the verbatim transcripts 
listed under the Transcribed Interviews-Involved Employees, in the case book. 


Deputy Nguyen stated he was working the 8100 Control Booth with Deputy Esquibel 
when he heard shouting coming from the 8000 Floor hallway. As he ran toward the 
8000 Floor, Deputy Nguyen saw two civilian employee’s running out of the elevator, and 
he heard screaming coming from the elevator. As Deputy Nguyen ran, he heard 
Deputy Esquibel transmit the deputy-involved fight via his handheld radio. 


When Deputy Nguyen arrived at Elevator #4, he looked inside and saw Deputies 
Herrera and Womack on the ground fighting with Inmate Smith who was kicking his 
feet/legs. The inmate was laying face down with his head pointed toward the rear wall 
and his feet pointed toward the elevator door. Deputy Womack was on the inmate’s 
right side and Deputy Herrera was on his left side. Both deputies were located near the 
inmates upper torso area. 


Deputy Nguyen heard Deputies Womack and Herrera order the inmate to stop fighting 
and to place his hands behind his back. Nguyen saw Deputies Womack and Herrera 
attempt to gain control of the inmate's arms, but the inmate did not comply with their 
orders. He then heard Deputy Esquibel use his handheld radio to broadcast a deputy- 
involved fight. 


Not wanting the deputies to be struck by the inmate’s legs, Deputy Nguyen wrapped his 
arms around the inmate’s legs in an attempt to secure them, but the inmate continued 
to kick his feet and he began to turn on his stomach and shift his weight as if to turn 
onto his back. 


Releasing the inmate’s legs, Deputy Nguyen moved to Deputy Herrera’s right side near 
Inmate Smith’s waist area. Crouching over the inmate’s body, Deputy Nguyen 
attempted to grab the inmate’s left arm as he flailed it above his head, but the inmate 
pulled it from Nguyen’s grasp. 


To gain compliance and to prevent assault on the deputies, Deputy Nguyen punched 
the right side of Inmate Smith’s face once with his right fist, which met with negative 
results as the inmate continued to fight. In an attempt to get Inmate Smith to give up 
his arms, Deputy Nguyen kneed Inmate Smith’s left ribs area two to three times with his 
right knee, which had no effect because the inmate's arms were still flailing above his 
head. 
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Deputy Herrera was then able to grasp Inmate Smith’s left arm and pull it back toward 
Deputy Nguyen. They both pulled Inmate Smith’s arm behind his back where Deputy 
handcuffed his left wrist. 


Sometime during the altercation, Deputy Nguyen heard Sergeant Castillo’s voice, but 
he did not know what she had said. Deputy Nguyen smelled the odor of O.C. spray 
when he entered the elevator, but he did not witness any other force other than when 
Deputies Herrera and Womack pulled the inmate's arms behind his (inmates’) back. 
Although Deputy Nguyen was affected by the O.C. spray, he was not present when it 
was deployed. He said he did not sustain any injury and he estimated the fight lasted 
approximately 10 minutes. For further, refer to his supplemental report, his training 
records, and photographs of the elevator area, (Exhibits H, I, and W), in the case 
book. 


Deputy was interviewed on April 18, 2012, at 0935 hours, by IAB 
Sergeants Dinah Grote and Laura Haynes, at the IAB Commerce office. He was 
represented by Attorney Audra Call from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may be 
obtained by reviewing the digitally audio taped interviews in the IAB audio files and/or 
the verbatim transcripts listed under the Transcribed Interviews-Involved 
Employees, in the case book. 


Deputy B stated he was working as the 8200 Title Deputy when he heard a radio 
transmission of a deputy-involved fight on the 8000 Floor. He stated when he arrived, 
he saw Deputies Womack, Herrera and Nguyen on the floor in Elevator #4, fighting with 
Inmate Smith who was screaming. The inmate kicked his feet and refused to comply 
with the deputies’ orders to stop fighting. The inmate was laying face down with his 
head pointed toward the rear wall and his feet pointed toward the elevator door. 


Deputy [said he entered the elevator and went to the left side of the inmate's 
body, on the right side of Deputy Nguyen. He said Deputy Herrera was on the left side 
of Deputy Ngyuen and Deputy Womack was on the opposite side of the inmate’s body. 


Deputy could not see what Deputy Herrera was doing, but he saw Deputies 
Nguyen and Womack struggle in their attempts to gain control of the inmate’s arms. 
Deputy Nguyen was able to control the inmate's left arm, which was now at the inmate's 
left side. 


Using his hands, Deputy M assiste Deputy Nguyen by grabbing onto the resistive 
inmate's left arm and pulling it behind the inmate’s back. Deputy then 
handcuffed his left wrist. Deputy EE said Deputy Womack had control of Inmate 
Smith's right arm and placed it behind the inmate's back where Deputy 
handcuffed it. Deputy} then exited the elevator. 
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Deputy Mitac he smelled O.C., which made him cough. He said heard a Taser 
being activated about the same time he applied the handcuff to the inmate's left wrist. 
Because of the deputies yelling out commands, he only heard the sound of the Taser 
activation once, and he did not hear Sergeant Castillo’s voice during the incident, but 
saw her when he stepped out of the elevator. He did not notice that the inmate was 
hobbled because he walked away from the elevator. 


From the radio transmission of the fight, Deputy J estimated it took him less than 
one minute to arrive at the elevator. He said it took approximately three more minutes 
to get the inmate completely handcuffed, and that he was not injured during this 
incident. For further, refer to his supplemental report, his training records, and 
photographs of the elevator area, (Exhibits J, K, and W), in the case book. 


Deputy EEE as interviewed on April 17, 2012, at 1010 hours, by IAB 
Sergeants Dinah Grote and Laura Haynes, at the [AB Commerce office. He was 
represented by Attorney Audra Call from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may be 
obtained by reviewing the digitally audio taped interviews in the IAB audio files and/or 
the verbatim transcripts listed under the Transcribed Interviews-Involved 
Employees, in the case book. 


Deputy stated he was working 1750 Module when he heard via his handheld 
radio of a disturbance on the 8000 Floor. He stated he took the elevator up to the 8000 
Floor, which took approximately one minute. 


Upon his arrival, he saw Sergeant Castillo standing at the threshold to Elevator #4. He 
saw Deputies Herrera, Nguyen and Womack in the elevator, on the floor fighting with 
an inmate who was making grunting sounds. The inmate was laying face down and his 
hands tucked underneath his chest. The inmate’s head was pointed to the rear wall 
and his feet pointed toward the elevator door. He was kicking his legs back and forth, 
and in an up and down motion toward the deputies. Deputy| heard deputy 
personnel give the inmate several commands to stop fighting and to place his hands 
behind his back, but the inmate did not comply. 


Sergeant Castillo directed Deputy B: o hobble the inmate's ankles, which he did 
but the inmate kicked his legs out of the hobble. Deputy Bi reapplied the hobble in 
between the inmate's erratic kicking and moved the hobble up to the inmate’s knees 
where Deputy tightened the hobble belt. Due to the elevator's close quarters, 
Deputy| stepped out of the elevator. At this point, Inmate Smith was handcuffed. 


After Inmate Smith was placed on the bench, he was apologetic and told deputies that 
he loved them. Deputy estimated that when he arrived to the point Inmate Smith 
was handcuffed, approximately 20 seconds had elapsed. He stated he was not injured 
in this incident. For further, refer to his supplemental report, his training records, and 
photographs of the elevator area, (Exhibits L, M, and W), in the case book.

Sergeant Maricela Castillo was interviewed on March 28, 2012, at 0958 hours, by IAB 
Sergeant Dinah Grote, at the Men's Central Jail. She declined representation during 
the interview. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio taped 
interviews in the IAB audio files and/or the verbatim transcripts listed under the 
Transcribed Interviews-Involved Employees, in the case book. 


Sergeant Castillo stated she was walking toward the Watch Commander's office and 
heard a radio transmission of a deputy-involved fight in the 8000 Floor elevator. 
Sergeant Castillo took the staircase, along with several other responding deputies. She 
said Sergeant Rosa Estep was following her a few steps behind. 


Approximately 45-60 seconds later, Sergeant Castillo arrived on the 8000 Floor went to 
the elevators. Castillo said Sergeant Estep was behind her, but passed the elevators 
because she went to assist a crying female civilian (Ms. M, and a male who stood 
nearby in the hallway. 


Upon her arrival at Elevator #4, Sergeant Castillo saw Deputy Dominguez standing 
outside the open elevator door and she could smell the odor of O.C. spray. She said 
the O.C. Spray affected deputy personnel, but it did not appear to have any effect on 
the inmate due to his assaultive behavior. She saw Deputy lon his knees at 
elevator door jamb attempting to place a hobble on the inmate's legs. Standing outside 
the elevator, Sergeant Castillo looked in and saw Inmate Smith laying face down on the 
upper right side of Elevator #4. She heard the deputies give commands to the inmate 
to stop fighting, but he did not comply. 


Inmate Smith was moving his body in an upward motion as if trying to get up, and he 
was violently kicking his legs. He refused the deputies’ commands to place his hands 
behind his back. Deputy Herrera was on the left side of the inmate’s body near the 
inmate’s shoulder/head area. He held a Taser against Inmate Smith’s upper 
back/shoulder area and drive stunned him. The Taser appeared to have malfunctioned 
because it had no effect on the inmate who continued to move his body violently. Also, 
Sergeant Castillo did not hear any sound coming from the Taser. 


Deputy Womack was on the right side of the inmate's body, up against the right wall, 
trying to gain control of the inmate’s right arm to place it behind the inmate's back, but 
Inmate Smith flared his arm away from Womack. 


Deputy was on the left side of the inmate’s body, leaning over the left hip area 
with his back faced toward Sergeant Castillo. She could not see his actions. She saw 
Deputy Nguyen in between Deputies Herrera and near the inmate's mid-upper 
torso area in a possible squat position, trying to gain control of the inmate's left arm. 
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Sergeant Castillo said her attention was drawn to Deputy who had difficulty in 
hobbling the inmate’s ankles because the inmate kicked his feet violently and was able 
to kick the hobble off. Sergeant Castillo said the inmate continued to kick his legs, and 
Deputies Womack, Nguyen and Herrera, were having difficulty in securing the inmates’ 
arms, so Sergeant Castillo directed Deputy Bito hobble the inmate's feet, which he 
did. HM pulled the hobble belt up to the inmate’s knees and tightened the slack. 


She stated that while she was directing Deputy {to apply the hobble, Deputy 
had handcuffed the inmate's left wrist and Deputy Womack pulled the inmate’s 

right arm behind the inmate's back and Deputy! handcuffed it. Deputies, 

and Nguyen then exited the elevator. 


Although Inmate Smith’s legs were hobbled, he continued to move his legs in an 
up/down motion. Sergeant Castillo then directed Deputy Womack to TARP the inmate, 
by attaching the hobble clip to the handcuffs. Even though the inmate was TARPed, 
the slack in the belt was loosened so that the inmate could stretch his legs out 


Sergeant Castillo said the complete TARP was not applied to Inmate Smith because 
the cord did not go through his legs and the legs were not pulled back to his buttocks. 
She said the hobble was secured around the inmate's knees and there was slack in the 
hobble belt to allow the inmate's legs to be extended out before it was clipped to the 
handcuffs. 


Deputies Womack and Herrera lifted Inmate Smith and carried him to the nurse's 
station. They laid the inmate on the ground, then placed him on his right side, where 
nursing staff was present. Within two minutes, Deputies Womack and Herrera assisted 
the inmate to his feet and then sat him down on a bench, in an upright position. 


After the inmate had calmed down, he told Sergeant Castillo he had attacked the 
doctors and that he had “snapped.” Sergeant Castillo continued to monitor the inmate 
until the arrival of the Los Angeles County Fire Department. 


Sergeant Castillo stated Lieutenant Robin Limon was notified of the incident and she 
responded. The hobble clip was removed from the handcuffs during the Watch 
Commander's interview. Sergeant Castillo estimated Inmate Smith was TARPed for 
approximately five minutes. She said the inmate was transported to the Los Angeles 
County Medical Center (LCMC) without a TARP or hobble. 


Sergeant Castillo stated she did not witness any punches being used by the deputies. 
She said the incident was very volatile and fluid. From the time Sergeant Castillo 
arrived to the point the inmate was handcuffed/hobbled, she estimated approximately 
20-30 seconds had elapsed. Sergeant Castillo was affected by the O.C. spray, but was 
not injured. For further, refer to Sergeant Castillo’s supplemental report, her sketch, her 
training records, and photographs of the elevator area, (Exhibits N, O, and W), in the 
case book. 
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EMPLOYEE WITNESSES STATEMENTS: 

Deputy Mark Dominguez was interviewed on March 22, 2012, at 1130 hours, by IAB 
Sergeants Dinah Grote and Laura Haynes, at the IAB Commerce office. He was 
represented by Attorney Audra Call from Green & Shinee. Precise wording may be 
obtained by reviewing the digitally audio taped interviews in the IAB audio files and/or 
the verbatim transcripts listed under the Transcribed Interviews-Employee 
Witnesses, in the case book. 


Deputy Dominguez stated he heard a radio transmission of a deputy-involved fight on 
the 8000 Floor landing. He responded from module 1750 via the elevator, near the 
6000 Control Booth, taking the elevator to the 8000 Floor. Approximately two minutes 
later, Deputy Dominguez arrived and saw an inmate laying face down, wiggling around, 
on the floor in Elevator #4. The inmate’s head was pointed toward the rear wall and his 
feet pointed toward the elevator door. He said two deputies were on the left side of the 
inmate’s body, and one deputy was on the right side. 


Deputy Dominguez recalled seeing three deputies, but at the time of the struggle, he 
did not see their faces or know their placement. He said the deputies attempted to 
place the inmate’s hands behind his (inmate) back, but it was a struggle. Because the 
elevator door was closing, Deputy Dominguez turned his body sideways and leaned 
back against the door to hold it in the open position. He then scanned his eyes back 
and forth between the hallway and the fight until other deputy personnel arrived. He 
said the deputies’ backs were faced toward him, so he could not see their actions other 
than them trying to grasp the inmate's arms. 


Deputy Dominguez stated he did not assist because it appeared there were enough 
personnel and there was little space for him in the elevator. He said the deputies 
gained control of the inmate’s hands and handcuffed him. When the deputies turned 
around, Deputy Dominguez saw the involved deputies, Womack, Herrera and Nguyen. 
During the incident, Deputy Dominguez did not recall seeing Sergeant Castillo or 
Deputies A and Esquibel. Also, he did not see/hear a Taser nor see the 
hobbling or TARP used on the inmate. 


Deputy Dominguez estimated that the inmate was handcuffed within 20-30 seconds of 
his arrival. For further, refer to his supplemental report, his sketch, and photographs of 
the elevator area, (Exhibits P and W), in the case book. 


Deputy Gary Esquibel was interviewed on June 5, 2012, at 1415 hours, by IAB 
Sergeant Dinah Grote, at the IAB Commerce office. He declined representation during 
the interview. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio taped 
interviews in the IAB audio files and/or the verbatim transcripts listed under the 
Transcribed Interviews-Employee Witnesses, in the case book. 
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Deputy Esquibel stated he and Deputy Nguyen were in the office of 8100/8200 when he 
heard a female voice shout from the area of the elevators. As Deputies Esquibel and 
Nguyen exited the office, Deputy Esquibel saw a female civilian exit Elevator. They ran 
toward the female and learned the female was pushed by a man in the elevator. 


When they arrived at Elevator #4, Deputies Esquibel and Nguyen entered the elevator 
and stood to the left of the struggle. Immediately, Deputy Esquibel could smell the odor 
of O.C. spray and he began to feel the effects. On his right side, Deputy Esquibel saw 
Deputies Womack and Herrera on the elevator floor struggling with an inmate. The 
inmate was laying face down, kicking his legs, swinging his arms, and screaming. He 
said Deputy Herrera was on the right side of the inmate, near his upper legs. 


Deputy Esquibel did not recall the placement of Deputy Womack. He said because the 
inmate was kicking his legs, Deputy Nguyen went to secure the inmate's legs. Esquibel 
stated he wanted to assist, but between the confined space in the elevator and the O.C. 
spray, he had difficulty breathing, so he exited to get fresh air. 


When re-entered, again he was affected by the O.C. spray. So, he exited the elevator. 
Deputy Herrera then advised him to radio broadcast the fight. As he broadcasted the 
fight, other deputy personnel from the floor arrived, so he remained in the hallway to get 
fresh air. He said Sergeant Castillo arrived approximately one minute after the incident 
started. He did not witness the use of the punches, knee strikes, O.C. spray, Taser or 
TARP/hobble/Tarp. 


Deputy Esquibel estimated that 60-90 seconds had elapsed from the time he arrived 

up until the time the inmate was handcuffed. Deputy Esquibel did feel the effects from 
the O.C. spray, but he was not injured. For further, refer to his supplemental report, the 
Inmate Injury/IlIness Report, and photographs of the elevator area, (Exhibits Q, R, and 
W), in the case book. 


NON-EMPLOYEE WITNESS STATEMENT: 
None. 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 

After the incident, Men’s Central Jail Lieutenant Robin Limon and Sergeant Rosa Estep 
conducted an interview with Suspect Timothy Smith, which was video-recorded. Below 
is a summary of that interview. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the 
digitally audio taped interview in the IAB audio files, and/or the verbatim transcripts 
listed under the Transcribed Interviews - Suspect, in the case book, or by reviewing 
the DVD, presented in Exhibit V, of the case book. 
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Inmate Smith stated he had “flipped out” and attacked two workers in the elevator 
corridor. He said he had not been taking his bipolar medication and that he did not 
mean to hurt anyone. He said he was nervous because he knew he was going to be 
released soon. 


IAB Note: In the MCJ interview (DVD), medical personnel appeared to be 
treating/checking him re: low blood sugar level for his diabetes. 


On October 16, 2011, at approximately 1605 hours, Sergeants Dinah Grote and John 
Rossi, both from Internal Affairs Bureau, interviewed Inmate Smith, while he was 
housed at the Los Angeles County-USC Medical Center. Below is a summary of that 
interview. Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio taped 
interview in the IAB audio files, and/or the verbatim transcripts listed under the 
Transcribed Interviews - Suspect, in the case book. 


Inmate Smith said he was seated on the bench waiting to see a doctor in order to get 
his medication. He recalled the elevator door opening, screaming and jumping up from 
the bench, then running into the elevator where he accidentally assaulted two mental 
heath workers. He said about that time things became a blur, but it seemed like 
“people” were trying to get him down, and he believed it to be law enforcement 
personnel. 


nmate Smith recalled being down on his hands and knees. He was told to get down, 
then pushed down. He recalled deputies trying to put his hands behind his back. 
nmate Smith said he was not combative and that he attempted to comply with the 
deputies’ orders. He stated he went down to the ground by himself and that the 
deputies handcuffed him, sat him up, then placed him onto a Gurney. 


nmate Smith did not know if a deputy punched him or if he fell down, causing his facial 
injuries. He takes Seroquel and Ambilify for his bipolar disorder. Inmate Smith said he 
had not taken any bipolar medication since coming into custody on September 25, 
2012. 


He stated he was on the 8000 Floor because he needed regular insulin shots, and he 
did not think his episode was caused by his diabetes/low blood sugar level, but by his 
depressive state of mind. 


IAB Note: Inmate Smith's booking/housing information indicated he had 
arrived at the Inmate Reception Center on October 14, 2011, at 1822 
hours. Refer to a copy of his booking/housing information provided in the 
“Miscellaneous Documents’ section of the case book. 
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Inmate Smith stated that other than the deputies putting his hands behind his back, he 
did not recall deputies giving him orders, being punched, Tasered, or TARPed. Inmate 
Smith said that when he has a medical episode at home, it takes about five to six 
emergency medical technicians to restrain him.
